Pan-American League 


The Pan-American League was founded in Dallas on November 11, 
1927, by a group of more than one hundred advanced Spanish students 
of various high schools in the city. Together with this group of stu- 
dents met about seventy-five adults representing various commercial and 
professional groups.

A heart- Be 


breaking one-point loss to Woodrow Wilson followed, and then a defeat at the 
hands of Forest. 

Starting the second half with their team badly crippled by the loss of Cox, 
Stafford, and Brown, the Bulldogs dropped a hard-fought game to the Oak Cliff 
Leopards, 19-12. Then the taller and more experienced “Sunsetters” won their 
seventh consecutive victory at the expense of North Dallas, 47-22. 

This year, just as last year, the second teams of the various schools played a 
regular schedule. The North Dallas “Seconds”, composed of such men as Walker, 
Robinson, Scott, McConathy, Miller, Bollman, and Palermo, played through a re- 
markable season. They lost but one game, winning the city second team cham- 
pionhsip. These “Seconds” will make great “Firsts” for next year’s Bulldogs.
